BCBC warns 
of council tax 
rise next year 


RESIDENTS in 
Bridgend county 
could be paying 5.4 
per cent more 
council tax next 
year, with warnings 
from council fin¬ 
ance staff there 
could be a rise of 
more than 10 per 
cent the following 
year. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) collects more 
than £70 million in 
council tax from around 
65,000 households 
across the county 


borough every year. 

Councillors point out 
the amount does not even 
cover the schools budget, 
which is due to receive 
£94m in 2019-2020 
under the current 
proposals. 

Since the summer, 
council executives have 
been calling for an end to 
funding cuts from Welsh 
Government, warning the 
local authority had 
reached a critical point 
and would soon have to 
make decisions 

previously thought 
“unthinkable”. 

At a cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday, November 
20, the council’s finance

head Gill Lewis said that 
based on the local 
authority’s proposed 
budget of almost £270m, 
the council tax for 2019- 
20 would be 5.4 per cent. 

BCBC’s public 
consultation on the 
budget, which ended on 
November 18, stated 
council tax was set to 
increase by at least 4.9 
per cent in 2019. 

In last year’s medium 
term financial strategy, 
the council had predicted 
an increase in council tax 
of 4.5 per cent for 2019- 
20 . 

Yet officers say with 
the uncertainty around 
funding in future years 
and significant pressures 
resulting from pay and 
demographic increases - 
more school children and 
older people with 
increasingly complex 
medical conditions - the 
council tax increase is 
necessary. 

They warn that in 
2020-21 council tax 
could increase by over 10 
per cent. 

In a report which went 
before cabinet members 
on Tuesday, officers say 
only 35 per cent - £3.7m 
- of cuts have been 
identified for 2020-21, 
leaving the council at 
risk of failing to balance 
the budget. 

The report by Ms 
Lewis states: “We will 
continue to identify 
options to close the gap 
during the remainder of 
the financial year and 
into 2019-20, at the same 
time seeking additional 
funding from Welsh 
Government.” 

She adds: “A major 
challenge for the council 
is how to continue to 
meet public expectations 
for many highly visible 
and tangible services 
when the available 
budget inevitably means 
the council will be less 
able to deliver these 
services to the same level 
and frequency.”

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Post-16 education 
in Bridgend: time 
to have your say 


A MAJOR consultation over 
the future of post-16 education 
in Bridgend County Borough 
will begin early next month. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) is reviewing whether the 
current provision should be altered, 
and is inviting the public to have their 
say. 

There are sixth forms in each 
secondary school in Bridgend County 
Borough, varying in size from 76 to 
347 pupils. 

Around 40 pupils also attend the 
sixth form provision at each of the 
county borough’s two special schools, 
while Bridgend College provides a 
range of ‘vocational pathways’ to 
approximately 2,000 students aged 16 
to 18. 

In the new public consultation, 
which opens on Monday, December 3 
and closes on Friday, February 22 
2019, parents, pupils, teachers and 
other interested parties will be asked 
to say whether they would prefer to 
retain and change the current sixth 
form system, or choose an alternative. 

The options include: closing all 
school sixth forms and instead 
developing a ‘sixth form centre’ that 
could be governed by the local 
authority or a further education 
college; having a mixture of school 
sixth forms with some mergers to 


create a ‘sixth form centre’ run by 
either the local authority or a further 
education college; or having a full 
tertiary model governed by the further 
education sector. 

Separate arrangements are being 
proposed for Welsh-medium and faith 
education. A BCBC spokesperson 
said: “It is suggested that the 
collaboration between Ysgol Gyfun 
Gymraeg Llangynwyd with Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg Llanhari in Rhondda 
Cynon Taf should continue to 
develop, with Archbishop McGrath 
Catholic School continuing to form 
relationships with other sixth forms 
and Bridgend College.” 

A full review of post-16 provision 
for young people with additional 
learning needs is also being carried 
out. 

The online survey will be available 
at www.bridgend.gov.uk/consultation 
from Monday, December 3, paper 
copies will also be produced and what 
the BCBC spokesperson termed 
“interactive workshops” will be held 
in each of the county borough’s 
secondary schools during January and 
February 2019. 

A report on the outcomes of the 
consultation will be provided to 
Cabinet Members in April 2019, and 
further public consultation would then 
be held before any final decision is 
taken.

clubs and financing 
renewable energy 
developments. 

“They can provide 
unrestricted funding to 
help cover core running 
costs or capital 
requirements. The 
schemes can develop 
an engaged supporter 
base, open up new 
income streams and 


help your group become 
more sustainable. 

“The scheme is 
democratically run and 
gives control to the 
community of investors, 
who could be in your 
local geographical or 
sporting community. 
Anyone can choose to 
invest and each investor 
has a say in the 
management of the 
scheme, no matter how 
large or small their 
investment.

The sands of time 
are not running 
out for local dunes 


A TWO-year project is under 
way to preserve the two 
remaining sand dune 

landscapes that fringe 

Bridgend county borough’s 
coastline. 

Once joined together as part of one 
belt of sand that ran all the way from 
the Ogmore Estuary to the Gower 
Peninsula, the sand dunes found at 
Kenfig and Merthyr Mawr Warren are 
now separated by Porthcawl, two golf 
courses and farmland. 


Led by BCBC, the ‘Dunes 2 Dunes 
- Sustainable Management of 
Bridgend Coastal Landscape’ project 
will involve increasing biodiversity, 
improving habitats, restoring some 
paths and boundaries, and educating 
visitors. 

The project has been backed by 
£312,541 of funding from the 
Sustainable Management Scheme via 
the Welsh Government Rural 
Communities - Rural Development 
Programme. 


Local school visited by

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BCBC are united in 
calls for more funding 
for local services 


THE unanimous decision 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
to support a motion calling 
for additional funding for 
local government services 
in the county borough has 
been welcomed by local 
AM, Caroline Jones. 

The independent Assembly 
Member for South Wales West - 
and former leader of the UKIP 
group in the Welsh Assembly who 
resigned from the party in 
September - has congratulated 
independent county councillor for 
Penprysg, Cllr Alex Williams, for 
bringing forward the motion. 

It included the Leader of 
BCBC’s warning that educational 
outcomes for children will be 
affected by school budget cuts, 
unless major changes are made to 
the local government funding 
settlement. 

It called for Welsh Government 
to immediately review its funding 
formula for local government to 
adequately fund the additional 
pressures faced by councils. The 
motion also called on BCBC to do 
all it can to protect core services in 
education and social services. 

Responding to the unanimous 


decision of the council to support 
the motion, Caroline Jones AM 
said: “Cllr Williams should be 
congratulated for gaining the cross 
party support for his motion, 
which acknowledged the 
unprecedented financial pressures 
which all councils continue to 
face. 

“Even with the extra money 
recently announced by the Welsh 
Government’s Cabinet Secretary 
for Finance, Bridgend will still 
face a 0.3 per cent budget cut next 
year and have to find £8 million of 
savings from somewhere. 

“Unless major changes are 
made to local government funding 
settlements going forward, 
educational outcomes for children 
and the social services, which 
support the most vulnerable 
people in our communities, could 
be affected. 

Ms Jones added that 
“...challenging financial 

settlements” brought about by pay 
awards, an increase in employers’ 
contributions to teachers’ pensions 
and increases in the national living 
wage for externally commissioned 
services, are all exerting pressure 
on local authorities. 

She said: “I agree with Cllr 
Williams that a wholesale review 


of the funding formula is required 
and that local councillors should 
be empowered to make the 
decisions which affect our 
communities rather than power 
being centralised in the hands of 
Welsh Government Ministers.” 

Cllr Williams said: “I am 
delighted that colleagues from all 
parties worked together and 
supported my motion, which seeks 
to ensure that vital local services 
are adequately funded. 

“For too long, local government 
has been the poor relation and 
governments at both ends of the 
M4 need to recognise that councils 
deliver important services to local 
people. 

“We are reaching a turning 
point and it will require radical 
and innovative thinking from the 
council’s cabinet to avoid a 
situation where people continue to 
pay more through their council tax 
contributions but are receiving 
less in the way of local services 
year on year. 

“We run the risk of operating all 
services inadequately by 
rearranging the deckchairs, rather 
than being the very best we can 
be, at what we have a statutory 
requirement to provide.”

New 
depot to 
be built 

A NEW highways 
depot will be built 
by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council at 
Waterton in 
Bridgend, freeing 
up land for a major 
housing 
development. 

The new depot will be 
smaller than had 
originally been planned 
in 2016, maximising the 
amount of land for sale 
to enable the Parc Afon 
Ewenni housing 
development to progress. 

Last year, much of the 
council’s depot was 
demolished along with 
some other buildings at 
the same site, iust off the 
A473. 

The local authority 
has since split its depot- 
based operations 
between what remains at 
Waterton and a second 
depot in Bryncethin, 
while closing various 
other smaller depots 
elsewhere in the county 
borough. 

At a meeting on 
November 21, 
councillors agreed that a 
new modem facility is 
essential in order to 
“...provide highways 
services as effectively as 
possible”. 


New CCTV installed 
at Porthcawl beaches 


NEW CCTV cameras have 
been installed at two 
Porthcawl beaches. 

The two cameras cover Rest Bay 
and Newton Beach. 

They are to be monitored 
remotely by volunteers from the 
National Coastwatch Institution at 
their station in the Old Pilot Lookout 
Tower, next to Porthcawl Marina. 

Speaking at a full council meeting 
on Wednesday November 21, cabinet 
member for communities Richard 
Young said: “The two cameras have 
been installed by Bridgend County 


Borough Council (BCBC) as part of 
collaborative efforts to make 
Porthcawl’s coastline as safe as 
possible. 

“Those monitoring the cameras 
will work closely with RNLI 
lifeguards to keep a close eye on the 
sea and the water’s edge to spot 
anyone in distress. 

“They will also report any safety 
incidents directly to the coastguard 
and emergency services.”

SUCCESS STARTS WITH A GREAT TEAM 
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Councillor welcomes 
UK-wide support 
strategy for veterans 


BRIDGEND councillor 
Carolyn Webster has 
welcomed the first ever 
UK-wide strategy on 
delivering support for 
veterans. 

Produced jointly between the 
UK, Welsh and Scottish 
Governments, alongside the 
Northern Ireland Office, the 
‘Strategy for our Veterans’ 
outlines a new vision and 
principles to support those who 
served, as well as their families, in 
every aspect of their lives once 
they have hung up their uniform. 

Conservative Cllr Webster said: 
“This is excellent news, and very 
fitting after the extraordinary 
scenes we witnessed just recently 
as people in Bridgend, across 
Wales, and the whole of the UK, 
turned out to mark 100 years since 
the Armistice. 

“I am sure the strategy will 
offer real reassurance to current 
and future veterans, that they will 
have the level of support they need 
- and richly deserve - in the years 
to come.” 

The strategy identifies six key 
areas where support is most 
needed over the next 10 years: 


community and relationships, 
employment and skills, health and 
wellbeing, finance and debt, 
housing, and contact with the law. 

It assesses the barriers and 
opportunities in these areas to 
providing support to each veteran, 
including improved collaboration 
between organisations, better co¬ 
ordination of services and more 
robust data on the veteran 
community. 

It will be published alongside a 
consultation paper that seeks 
views on how best to champion 
and deliver the needs of the ex- 
service community. 

The UK Government 
Consultation informs how the 
strategy could be implemented 
across the UK, except for 
devolved matters in Scotland and 
Wales. 

Open to everyone, including 
charities, employers, academics, 
service providers, local authorities 
and the veteran community, the 
UK consultation will ultimately 
inform action planning by 
providers of public services to 
support the ex-service community. 

Welsh and Scottish 
Governments will engage 
separately on devolved issues

Defence Secretary Gavin 
Williamson said: The ‘Strategy for 
our Veterans’ is a crucial step in 
our cross-government efforts to 
support those who have protected 
us. By harnessing the combined 
reach of the UK, Scottish and 
Welsh Governments and co¬ 
ordinating services across 
charities, local authorities and 
businesses, we will ensure no-one 
is left behind.” 

As part of the package of 
support for veterans, the Veterans’ 
Gateway’s 24/7 helpline will trial 
a new outreach service where it 
will proactively call those who 
have served, to check in on their 
wellbeing and remind them of 
where support can be found. 

As a first step in better 
understanding the profiles and 
needs of veterans, a new question 
is being considered for addition to 
the 2021 Census in England and 
Wales that will allow ex-service 
personnel to declare their service. 
The move will help authorities 
develop a better understanding of 
where veterans live and work so 
the right level of support can be 
provided.

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Man jailed following 
robbery in Caerau 




John Paul Jones 


A BRIDGEND man has been 
jailed for six years for robbery. 

John Paul Jones (31) of Bridgend, 
was sentenced at Cardiff Crown Court 
on November 14 after pleading guilty 
to robbery. 

The robbery took place at a property 
in Hermon Road, Caerau, Maesteg, 
during the early hours of October 16. 

The court heard Jones was staying 
with his sister’s boyfriend for a few 
weeks prior to the incident. 

At around lam on October 16, Jones 
entered one of the bedrooms in 
possession of a kitchen knife when he 
started making threats and carrying out 
a search of the room. 

Jones told the homeowner to hand 


over a rucksack which contained 
around £500 in cash in loose change. 
Also stolen from the property were two 
pairs of Nike Air Max trainers. 

On arrest, officers found Jones with 
the rucksack containing £212. During a 
police interview, Jones answered no 
comment to all questions put to him. 

Detective Constable Stephen 
Caruana said: “Jones was in possession 
of a knife and making threats; this 
could have easily have led to someone 
being injured. 

“This sentence sends out a clear 
message that these offences will not be 
tolerated in Bridgend and we will 
always work to ensure offenders are 
brought to justice.”

BCBC’s rethink 
on schools after extra 
cash allocation 


FUNDING arrangements for 
the next wave of investment in 
new schools across Bridgend 
need to be analysed again after 
the Welsh Government 
changed its contribution for 
projects. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) had produced a report for full 
council on how the new builds would 
be financed. 

But councillors at a meeting on 
Wednesday, November 21, voted to 
defer a decision on the report after 
being told the Welsh Government had 
increased its match funding amount. 

The new schools form part of the 
£68.2m second phase of the 21st 
Century Schools Programme. 

Speaking at the meeting, council 
leader Huw David said: “We have this 
afternoon been advised that the 


contribution rate from Welsh 
Government will increase from 50 per 
cent to 65 per cent, reducing our 
contribution rate to 35 per cent. 

“This is very good news but because 
it is a significant change, it is proposed 
to defer the report to carry out further 
analysis of options available.” 

In December 2017, the Welsh 
Government’s Department for 
Education gave an ‘approval in 
principle’ for Bridgend’s second wave 
of investment. 

The programme has yet to name 
individual schools but has identified 
five priority areas: Bridgend North 
East, Bridgend South East, Bridgend 
Special School, Bridgend West - 
Welsh medium, and Bridgend West - 
English medium.

Rise in council tax 
warning from council

The report went on: “These 
services are often the ones the public 
identify with their council tax 
payments. 

“The council’s strategy is to retain 
and maintain the most important 
public services in this area whilst 
driving ever greater efficiency, 
making some service reductions 
where we think it will have the least 
impact across council services, 
recognising that this still may be 
significant in some areas.” 

At the meeting council leader Cllr 
Huw David said the draft report of 
the medium term financial strategy 
was a “stark warning” of the 
seriousness of the council’s financial 
situation. 

He said: “Most of the other local 
authorities in Wales are currently 
looking at a council tax increase of 
anything from five per cent to 15 per 
cent this coming financial year 
because we are all facing similar 
pressures.” 

Deputy leader Hywel Williams 
added: “This is a draft report. 

“The report sets out one option for 
setting a balanced budget for 2019-20 
and a further strategy for getting us 
from 2021-23. 

“The council is the largest 
employer in the county borough and 
we are responsible for a gross spend 
of £400m. 

“We need to set a balanced budget 
in February. 

“Next year we will receive £1.22m 
less than last year [in the local 


government settlement]. 

“We know the future years will be 
very challenging with a further £30m 
to £40m needing to be found to 
balance the budget. 

“The only way we can do this is 
by possibly having a council tax rise 
in excess of 10 per cent - we need to 
do this to protect vital services for 
140,000 residents in the county 
borough.” 

Final decisions on the budget for 
2019-20 will be made by councillors 
in February. 

The Welsh Government has 
recently announced an extra 
allocation to councils. The GEM 
asked BCBC if this might lead to a 
cut in the council tax rise. 

The Leader of BCBC, Cllr Huw 
David, said: “Our Shaping 
Bridgend’s Future budget 
consultation has only just closed and 
we will be carefully considering 
public feedback before finalising our 
budget priorities for next year. 

“However, it is likely that council 
tax will increase due to escalating 
financial pressures caused by 
austerity and the need to cover extra 
pension contributions for teachers 
without receiving any additional 
funding. 

“We are not alone in having to 
consider council tax rises. Every 
council in Wales will be increasing 
their council tax next year and many 
councils are considering much higher 
increases than ourselves.”

Others may have been 
affected by family 
bereavement or may be 
responsible for caring for 
a sick or disabled parent 
or sibling.

Family’s emotional 
Remembrance 
journey to ‘Wipers’

A FAMILY from Cowbridge 
made an emotional journey of 
Remembrance earlier this 
month 

The Howson family all made the 
journey to Ypres and the Somme 
region to remember those who gave 
their lives - and in particular to visit 
the grave of their great-uncle Frank 
who died in the First World War. 

It had been a journey that Paul 
Howson remembers taking with his 
dad. It therefore seemed fitting and 
timely to take his own sons and 
daughter to pay their respects. 

Richard, Alex, Tom and Kate 
Howson (aged 24- 30 years) travelled 
together with their parents Paul and 
Helen to France. 

They travelled to Caen to see war 
graves in the area and the Pegasus 
Bridge Memorial, which featured 
strongly in the Second World War. 

From there they travelled to Amiens 
stopping off in Maricourt to visit the 
grave of their great-uncle Frank who 
died aged 19 on August 26, 1918, in 
the battle of the Somme. 

The family then travelled to 
Mametz Woods and visited the Welsh 


dragon memorial in memory of over 
4,000 Welsh men who gave their lives 
to take the hill, a key strategic point at 
the time. 

The boys were really pleased to see 
that the WRU and other rugby clubs 
from Wales had remembered those 
who had given their lives and laid their 
commemorative wreaths a day earlier. 

Helen said: “We also visited the 
cemetery, so immaculately kept by the 
War Graves Commission. The boys 
were shocked to see so many young 
men of their own age and younger who 
had given their lives. 

“The site also included a special 
commemorative tribute to Hedd Wyn 
the Welsh poet who died in the region. 

“The emotional pinnacle of the visit 
came in attending the Armistice tribute 
at the Menin Gate in Ypres. This was 
attended by thousands who had come 
from many parts of the 
Commonwealth. 

“We were all struck by the 
poignancy of over 50, 000 names 
etched on the walls commemorating 
those who had no named grave. The 
sound of the bugle playing Last Post 
will haunt us for many years to come.” 


WI receive interesting 
talk on stained glass

Eight further arrests as 
Avalanche rumbles on 


A SECOND day of action to 
tackle drug supply in the Vale 
has led to eight arrests. 

Operation Avalanche activity 
continued today with more early- 
morning raids in the Vale. 

This brings the total arrested 
over the two days to 19. 

Local officers joined specialist 
officers from the Territorial Support 
Team and the dog section, as well 
as National Crime Agency officers 
for the operation. 

Officers attended 12 addresses 
across Barry and Rhoose today 
(November 22) with drug warrants 
executed at six of those addresses. 

Officers have today arrested 
eight people on suspicion of drug 
offences, six are men and two are 
women. 

“Those arrested are aged 
between 31 and 54. They are 
currently in police custody. 


Detective Inspector Dean Taylor 
said: “Today around 54 officers 
took part in the second day of 
action known as Operation 
Avalanche. 

“This is a large-scale operation 
to tackle drug supply in the area 
and I hope this enforcement 
highlights our tough approach to 
effectively address these issues. 

“We will not tolerate this type of 
criminality operating within our 
area and we are committed to 
disrupting and dismantling these 
organisations. 

“If you have any information on 
drug dealing then please let us 
know so we can act.”

them into food, and the 
consumers themselves, 
have a critical part to 
play in our rural 
economy. 

With this in mind, we 
heard Cabinet Secretary 
Lesley Griffiths 
announce that the vast 
majority of farmers will 
get paid on time when 
the first payment 
window opens on 
December 3 - and for 
those facing possible 
payment delays who 
have applied for BPS 
loans, payments worth 
around 70 per cent of the 
amount claimed should 
be issued during the 
week starting December 
10 . 

Of course, we know 
that this could be one of 
the last years of those 
payments, should the 


Welsh Government 
proceed with its current 
proposals and phase 
direct payments out from 
2020 . 

The current BPS 
makes up around 80 per 
cent of many a farm 
business income and to a 
large extent that’s what 
keeps the wheels of our 
rural economy turning. 

And while there are 
some who don’t agree 
with the direct payment, 
it is worth remembering 
that our family farms do 
so much more than just 
produce food and this 
payment pays for far 
more than just food 
production. 

Family farms are the 
cornerstone of our rural 
economies and Welsh 
food production sustains 
tens of thousands of 
other businesses from 
upstream businesses 
such as feed merchants, 
agricultural contractors 
and engineers, to 
downstream businesses 
such as hauliers, 
processors and retailers. 

Let us hope that by 
the New Year, the Welsh 
Government will have 
taken account of the 
thousands responses 
from individuals and 
organisations to the 
Brexit and our land 
consultation, all of 
which highlight concerns 
about the impacts of the 
Welsh Government’s 
plans on businesses such 
as those present at the 
Winter Fair this year. 


Black bag collections 
down by a third in Vale 


THE number of black 
rubbish bags collected in 
the Vale has gone down by 
a third since a ‘two bags 
per fortnight’ rule was 
implemented by the 
council. 

Since September, the Vale 
Council has been collecting just 
two black bags per home every 
fortnight. 

Users of the Vale’s tips are also 
having to prove they live in the 
area and have their black bags 
opened to prove they don’t contain 
recyclable waste. The council has 
now revealed the measures have 
seen the number of black bags 


drop by 31 per cent. 

It has also led to an eight per 
cent increase in kerbside recycling 
and a 19 per cent rise in food 
waste recycling. 

There has also been a 64 per 
cent reduction in black bag 
rubbish at household waste 
recycling centres due to residents 
sorting their waste. 

Changes to black bag 
collections were introduced as the 
council has been given a target by 
the Welsh Government to recycle 
70 per cent of its waste by 
2024/25. Before the changes, the 
recycling rate in the Vale was 64 
per cent. 

The black bag limit led to 
recycling increasing by almost 30 


per cent after its first month, 
however in the first week of 
October it led to the council 
running one day late for recycling 
pick-ups. 

Cllr Geoff Cox, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services and transport, said: “The 
reduction in black bag waste and 
increase in recycling so far has 
exceeded our expectations. 

“With such strong public 
support for our waste and 
recycling changes and despite 
some early collection problems, I 
am sure we will achieve our 
recycling targets for 2019/20 and 
2024/25.”

White Ribbon Day 
supported by AM 


NOVEMBER 25 
was White Ribbon 
Day, the 

international day 
for the elimination 
of violence against 
women. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
marked the day in the 
Senedd with members of 
the Dinas Powys WI. 

She quoted figures 
stating that in Wales and 
England, two women a 
week are killed by a 
current or former partner 
and 10,000 women a 
week experience sexual 
abuse, said it was 
“unacceptable” and 
called for the elimination 
of what she described as 


a “devastating human 
rights violation”. 

“I raised this issue in 
the National Assembly 
last week and asked the 
First Minister for an 
update on how the Welsh 
Government supports 
White Ribbon day. I was 
pleased that on 
November 25, Finance 
Secretary Mark 

Drakeford and the 
Leader of the House Julie 
James announced £1.2 
million of EU funding, 
alongside £300,000 
directly from the Welsh 
Government for the £1.7 
million ‘Limitless 
programme’ during a 
visit to Welsh Women’s 
Aid in Cardiff.”

The Bevin Boys 
dug for victory 


THEY wanted to 
fight for their 
country, but instead 
they dug for victory. 

In 1943 Britain faced a 
shortage of coal. To 
tackle this problem 
conscripts, known as 
Bevin Boys, were chosen 
at random from all men 
aged 18 to 25 who would 
otherwise have gone into 
the Armed Services and 
into coal mining. Refusal 
was to go to jail. 

Approximately 48,000 
Bevin Boys were 
conscripted into the 
coalmines. Notable 
Bevin Boys include Eric 
Morecambe, Brian Rix, 
and Peter Shaffer. 

In 2013, a memorial to 
the Bevin Boys, based on 
the Bevin Boys Badge, 
was unveiled by the 


HRH Countess of 

Wessex at the National 
Memorial Arboretum at 
Aire was, Staffordshire. 

The memorial was 
designed by former 
Bevin Boy Harry Parkes, 
and is made of four stone 
plinths carved from grey 
Kilkenny stone from the 
Republic of Ireland. The 
stone should turn black 
like the coal that the 
miners extracted. 

Jacqueline (Jaye) 
Swift will screen the 
presentation at Barry War 
Museum, Barry Island 
Railway Station on 
Wednesday, December 5 
at 7pm. 

This presentation tells 
the story of who the 
Bevin Boys were, and 
what they did for their 
country.

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Public toilet 
charge being 
considered 


PEOPLE are being 
asked whether they 
would pay to use 
public toilets in the 
Vale. 

A consultation has 
been launched by the 
Vale Council asking 
people whether they 
would pay up to £1 to use 
public conveniences in 
the Vale.

23 toilet blocks, which 
are staffed by four 
attendants working on a 
rota system to open, 
close and clean the 
toilets. 

People are being asked 
for their views as the 
council prepares a 
strategy to meet the need 
for toilet provision in the 
area. 

The council says it has 
not made any firm 
decisions yet. 


Dave Knevett, the 
Vale Council’s 

operational manager for 
neighbourhood services, 
healthy living and 
transport, said: “As part 
of the Public Health 
(Wales) Act, every local 
authority in Wales has to 
prepare and publish a 
toilet strategy. This 
involves assessing and 
meeting the need for 
toilet provision in the 
community. 

“We are currently 
gathering information on 
this issue and no decision 
has yet been taken. A 
survey has been drafted 
to help gauge opinion 
and one of the questions 
within it relates to 
charging for the use of 
toilet facilities.”

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This Robin Hood will 
not make you feel 
very merry (men)... 


T he story of 
Robin Hood 
is one that 
has endured, as the 
countless 
adaptations of the 
classic story attest. 

Given that it’s been 
eight years since our 
last big screen Hood 
experience, it’s high 
time we had a new one, 
and it arrows its way 
into cinemas with the 
slightly unimaginative 
title, Robin Hood. 

Here, Robin of 
Loxley (Taron Egerton) 
is a war-hardened 
Crusader who, having 
been thought dead, 
teams up with 
stowaway John (Jamie 
Foxx) to mount an 
audacious revolt against 
the corrupt Sheriff of 
Nottingham (Ben 
Mendelsohn), and for 
Robin to try and win 
back his lost love 
Marian (Eve Hewson), 
who is now with Will 
Scarlet (Jamie 
Dornan)... 

There are some 
characters that are so 
powerful that it’s easy 
for filmmakers to go 
back to the well and 
take on their own 
attempt at the myths, 
and Robin Hood is 
definitely one of those. 
However, after sitting 
through this 
interminable effort, you 
instead would have 
hoped that all involved 
had found something 
better to do with 
themselves than commit 
to this cinematic 
disaster. 

It’s fair to say, given 
the money and the 
stakes involved, that no- 
one ever sets out to 


make a bad film, and 
you can see what the 
filmmakers were trying 
to do with this latest 
take on the character, 
but it just fails to come 
together in any way, 
feeling hackneyed, 
contrived and just poor 
in all aspects. 

Let’s start with the 
cast; Taron Egerton has, 
through these eyes, yet 
to put a foot wrong, 
being a charming and 
charismatic performer, 
but here, whether it’s a 
script that makes Robin 
a cocksure man 
seemingly driven to 
vigilantism by his house 
being repossessed or 
Egerton just not having 
the necessary oomph, he 
offers a flat lead 
performance that 
doesn’t play overly 
sympathetically. 

Jamie Foxx’s John 
(no Little being bandied 
about here) is fine as 
Robin’s mentor, even 
though his Arabian 
commander seems to 
pick up a stronger 
American accent as the 
film progresses, while 
Eve Hewson is 
tremendously 
disappointing as 
Marian. The script 
gives her little to do, but 
Hewson’s performance 
is limp and dull. 

Those are two words 
that can also be applied 
to Jamie Doman’s Will 
Scarlet, a man so 
terribly bereft of 
charisma; and Ben 
Mendelsohn’s Sheriff 
Of Nottingham. 
Mendelsohn is another 
great actor who seems 
to have fallen into the 
trap of essaying villains 
in big-budget 
blockbusters, and here

he seems on auto-pilot 
and barely interested. 

Writer Ben Chandler 
came up with the story, 
writing the script 
alongside David James 
Kelly, and while there’s 
something interesting 
about the way he 
positions the story on 
paper (Robin sent away 
to a war that perhaps 
isn’t all it seems, those 
in power twisting truth 
to suit ulterior motives), 
on screen it just doesn’t 
come alive. 

Strangely, the first 
two-thirds of the film, 
structurally, has all the 
hallmarks of Batman 
Begins, a film that no 
doubt was being used as 
a touchstone for this 
‘grittier, more realistic 
and grounded’ take on 
Robin Hood, but it 
doesn’t do for that 
character what 
Christopher Nolan’s 
film did for Batman - if 
anything, it does the 
opposite. 

Director Otto 
Bathurst comes to the 
table with no little 
pedigree, with a strong 
small-screen CV 
including the first three 
episodes of Peaky 


Blinders', however, this 
is a film directed with 
no little flair and too 
little imagination. 

In fact, such is it in 
thrall to Peaky Blinders 
that you wouldn’t be 
overly surprised to see 
Gillian Murphy turn up 
in a flat cap, given the 
way it (painfully) 
echoes the visual style 
of that series. There’s 
also the small nod of 
Paul Anderson, who 
plays Arthur in Peaky 
Blinders, essaying Guy 
of Gisbourne. With 
dark, expansive places 
lit up by machines 
belching fire, you would 
think you were closer to 
Birmingham than 
Nottingham, and 
Bathurst looks out of 
his depth here. 

It all adds up to a 
film that fails on nearly 
every level; there is a 
clever little twist at the 
end involving a 
character that, while 
perhaps a little 
predictable, is a nice 
touch, but in all 
honesty - by that time 
you’ve given up caring. 

The ending sets up 
more adventures for 
Robin and his gang, but 
you can only pray that 
these don’t come to 
fruition, for Robin Hood 
is a waste of time. 

VERDICT: Utterly 
forgettable and awful, 
Robin Hood lacks 
imagination, decent 
performances and 
direction. It feels 
hackneyed and 
contrived, has very little 
in the way of redeeming 
features and is just all¬ 
round bad - one to 
forget for all involved. 
Avoid at all costs.

Motoring with Tony Yates 


DYNAMIC, sophisticated and thrilling - 
that’s what I think of the new updated 
BRZ. 

With its low centre of gravity, rear-wheel drive 
and taut chassis all helping it deliver exceptional 
on-road handling. This is why I love the BRZ so 
much. 

So, what’s new for 2018? Well, the BRZ now 
boasts an upgraded infotainment system, with 7” 
multi-function display, satellite navigation, DAB 
radio and Apple CarPlay’^'^ and Android Auto’^'^ - 
all as standard. 

Power and Efficiency: Fitted with a 2.0-litre 
horizontally-opposed (Boxer), four-cylinder, four- 
stroke (DOHC 16V) petrol engine with 200PS at 
VOOOrpm and 205Nm of torque; 0-62mph is around 
7.6sec, fuel consumption is a decent 32.8 mpg 
combined and a top speed of around 140mph. 

For all those tech nerds out there, the engine’s 
pistons are placed 180 degrees apart allowing a 


lower, flatter engine profile. This gives the 
powerplant - and therefore the whole car - a lower 
centre of gravity. This more balanced weight 
distribution gives the BRZ exceptional handling, 
poise and more importantly control. 

Boxer engines have taken some stick in the past, 
but, they fascinate me and the Boxer engine in the 
BRZ is pretty cool, thanks to key features such as 
the engine’s square bore and stroke (86mm x 
86mm), which all helps achieve a balance between 
mechanical efficiency, environmental performance, 
speed and power. 

The engine is also fitted with an intelligent port 
injection system, which selects the appropriate fuel 
injection rate to provide greater fuel efficiency and 
lower emissions. 

On the road: Nimble and frisky - and that’s just 
to get you started. Take the nimble little BRZ out on 
the road and you will feel how well it grips. 

Again, it is all thanks to the BRZ being fitted 
with a Torsen limited-slip rear differential for

improved traction, allowing the more enthusiastic 
driver to make the most of the car’s rear-wheel- 
drive layout. 

Also, using a rear-wheel-drive sports car 
drivetrain allows the engine to sit further back in 
the BRZ chassis, which helps provide a perfect 
balance for precise control and grip during high¬ 
speed cornering. 

The BRZ is also fitted with a quick-ratio steering 
system, tuned to react instantly to every input. 


which makes it feel like a proper racer. 

Of course, to get the best out of a sports car you 
need to have a front-engined, rear-wheel drive 
layout - and the BRZ has this by the bucket load. 

For 2018, there have been some changes, and 
although very small - they all make a big 
difference.

A-jay Harrhy, a 21 year old shop 
assistant from Barry, has been 
selected to represent the UK in the 
full contact art of KUDO which 
consists of striking, throwing, 
grappling making it one of the most 
extreme fighting arts - even head 
butts are allowed! He will be the first 
Welsh competitor in the history of the 
competition. 

Even though A-Jay has practicing 
martial arts for 13 years, he has a 
colossal test ahead of him at the 
world championships where the 
standard is set by a professional 
Russian team year after year. 

A-Jay said: “I am extremely proud 
to represent my country but most of 
all my club in Barry. I will do 
everything I can to win, but if not I 
will take what I can from the 
experience.” 

Mai Sanchez-Jones, the 41-year- 
old charity manager from Barry, is A- 
Jay’s instructor and coach, and is 
looking forward to seeing his student 
compete on the world stage. 

Mai said: “This is not your normal 


martial art, there is not a lot that you 
can’t do when fighting in Kudo. 
Bigger fighters choose to grapple, 
knee, elbow and submit people but 
the lighter fighters use movement and 
knock their opponents out. The 
safety equipment protects from 
damage to the face but concussions 
still happen.” 

Mai, a 5th Dan black belt has 
studied martial arts for 35 years, 
opening his first Goshin Karate class 
in 1999. 

Mai will be supported by his 
students in Japan after the 
championships, where he will fight 
against branch chiefs from all over 
the world. 

He said: “This is the biggest 
moment of my life. Not only is my 
student fighting at the world 
championship in Japan, I get to fight 
with so many amazing fighters that I 
admire so much.” 

If successful Mai will be the first 
instructor from Wales to grade in 
Kudo in Japan under the Grandmaster 
Azuma Takashi. Kudo is still in its 
infancy in the UK but is televised in 
Eastern Europe and Asia.

Welsh autumn clean sweep sets 
up for a fascinating Six Nations

F ive weeks 
ago, what 
odds could 
you have got that 
the Welsh back 
row in a win over 
South Africa would 
read: Wainwright, 
Jenkins and 
Tipuric? 

Let’s pass on the 
obvious joke about 
them sounding like a 
firm of solicitors. This 
was a trio who worked 
miracles against their 
counterparts Kolisi, 
Vermeulen and Du Toit, 
who outweighed them 
by an average of 11kg 
per man. 

It didn’t start out that 
way, of course. Dan 
Lydiate was picked at 
blindside flanker but a 
late injury meant that 
Ellis Jenkins, an 
openside for The Blues, 
was called in. Then, 
after 10 minutes, Ross 
Moriarty departed for 
an HI A, and was 
replaced by Aaron 
Wainwright. Moriarty 
didn’t look too bad as 
he left the field, but he 
didn’t return. 
Thankfully, rugby is 
more safety conscious 
these days. 

So, Jenkins had to 
move to number eight - 
where he looked totally 
at ease, and it meant 
that the back row had 
no more cover on the 
bench. Tipuric and 
Wainwright went on to 
have fine games, but the 
stars aligned for Jenkins 
in a way that meant he 
dominated the narrative 
of the game. 

He was a nailed-on 
cert for man of the 
match when the half¬ 
time whistle blew, and 
it was more of the same 
in the second, until the 
final minute of the 
game when the Fates 
conspired to remind us 
that life isn’t fair. 

I doubt I was the 
only person whose first 
action on Sunday 
morning was to google 
‘Ellis Jenkins’ injury’ - 
hoping for good news. 

Wales did, of course, 
have 12 other players 
on the field when the 
match started, and as a 
group they gave Wales 
a 14-0 lead after 15 
minutes, and then left a 
few questions hanging 
in the air like a Dan 
Biggar kick. 

What can’t be 
questioned, however, is 
the group’s defensive 
qualities, which were 
tested to the limit. 

That opening 15 
minutes was not all 
Wales. South Africa 
had plenty of ball and 


they were full of 
attacking intent, with 
outside half Handre 
Pollard firing out long 
passes to stretch Wales 
across the pitch and 
back again. 

He was clearly keen 
to make use of wing 
Chesni Kolbe’s dazzling 
side-stepping, and 
Wales needed a TMO 
decision to save them 
after just five minutes 
when Pieter-Steph du 
Toit’s foot just touched 
the line as he was clear 
to score. 

However, it was 
Wales who scored from 
their first period of 
sustained pressure. 

They went through 
several phases, each 
time with quick ball 
coming back and it was 
Ellis Jenkins who 
spotted a hole in the 
defence, dummying his 
way through and giving 
Tomas Francis the 
scoring pass for his first 
international try. 

Wales’ second try 
came five minutes later 
and it was predicted by 
Jeremy Guscott in the 
pre-game discussion. 
Referring to the South 
African defence’s 
tendency to rush out in 
a ‘dog leg’ he said; “I'll 
be amazed if Wales 
don’t score a try from a 
set piece.” 

After an excellent 
13-phase movement, 
again with quick ball 
and good offloads, 

Wales had an attacking 
scrum about 15 metres 
out. Anscombe went 
blind, the Springbok left 
wing Dyantyi gambled 
and the Wales outside 
half lobbed the ball over 
him for Liam Williams 
to go over. Anscombe 


converted both tries and 
Wales led by 14-0. 

It’s fair to say that 
from this point on. 
South Africa had the 
lion’s share of the 
game. Did Wales fail to 
go for the jugular, or 
did South Africa’s pride 
dictate that they would 
inevitably come back? 

One suspects (or 
should that be hopes) 
that the Welsh coaching 
team know the answer 
to this. 

Wales certainly opted 
for a territorial game 
from this point, with 
Gareth Davies and 
Anscombe choosing to 
kick, but the South 
Africans proved 
reluctant to give it back. 

On 18 minutes, 
Pollard reduced the 
deficit with a 50-metre 
penalty, and Wales were 
reprieved five mi nutes 
later when he missed an 
easier one. 

After a Welsh attack, 
they were awarded a 
penalty but, from 45 
metres, Anscombe hit 
the post. Five minutes 
before half time Wales 
put together a 13-phase 
attack, but this time it 
was slow ball and 
eventually, under 
pressure from the all¬ 
action Springbok 
hooker Marx, Wales 
were penalised. 

The action switched 
to the other end and the 
Springbok scrum half, 
Embrose Papier, broke 
from a line out and 
kicked ahead. Luckily 
for Wales, with the line 
at his mercy, he 
knocked on. 

It was a Welsh put-in 
at the scrum, but the 
South Africans really 
put the pressure on and 


were awarded a free 
kick. Three drives later 
they were across the 
line, but it was Ellis 
Jenkins who managed 
to get his arm under the 
ball and make it 
difficult for the TMO to 
call it a try. 

Another scrum led to 
nine phases on the 
Welsh line and 
eventually, a penalty to 
South Africa. By now 
the game was three 
minutes into the red, but 
the Springboks 
prolonged the agony by 
turning down the 
penalty, choosing 
another scrum, which 
Wales were able to 
defend, with Ellis 
Jenkins once again 
prominent. 

The first 10 minutes 
of the second half was 
worrying from the 
Welsh point of view. 
Kicking for territory 
was still the plan but 
presumably kicking to 
Chesni Kolbe wasn’t 
part of it and he made 
one dazzling kick return 
that almost led to a try, 
until it was tidied up by 
that man Jenkins again. 

On the 50-minute 
mark, Wales were 
penalised at an 
attacking scrum and 
soon after, when a 
driving maul went to 
ground, a yellow card 
was looming. Wales 
may well have been 
saved when the 
Springbok centre, Jessie 
Kriel, demanded a card 
but instead had a stem 
talking to from referee 
Luke Pearce. 


Kriel was smiling 
two minutes later, 
though, when a superb 
pass from Willie le 
Roux put him in at the 
comer. 

Pollard missed the 
conversion and it was 
14-8 to Wales. 

However, four 
minutes later, Wales 
were penalised again, 
and outside half Elton 
Jantjies kicked it to 
make it 14-11. 

Substitutions were 
coming thick and fast 
now for both sides and 
on the 60-minute mark, 
Tomas Williams and 
Dan Biggar came on for 
Davies and Anscombe. 

Tactically, there was 
no great change from 
Wales, except Biggar's 


kicks were higher, 
longer and, as usual, he 
contested them fiercely 
when they returned to 
earth. On 67 minutes, 
Wales were given a 
kickable penalty and 
Biggar settled things 
down with a successful 

^^^At 17-11 Wales 
seemed to get more 
confident and with 10 
minutes left, Jonathan 
Davies, who had looked 
dangerous all day, 
spotted a gap and was 
away. In tmth, Wales 
should have scored a try 
from this, but they had 
the consolation of 
another penalty, which 
Biggar duly converted 
for 20-11, and the 
crucial two-score lead. 


With three minutes to 
go Ellis Jenkins was 
named as the least 
surprising man-of-the- 
match ever. If only he 
had come off to a well- 
deserved ovation at that 
point! 

The message for 
Wales from this autumn 
season? Clearly, they 
can compete with any 
team in the world, but 


conceding possession to 
the opposition is hard 
on the supporters’ 
nerves. 

The Six Nations 
looks as if it will be 
fiercely contested this 
year, with no suggestion 
that any side will be 
holding anything back 
for the World Cup, so it 
will be interesting to see 
how Wales approach it.
